It is noteworthy that Examiner Smith had devoted a very 
substantial amount of time to this and to the two related 
applications to achieve a complete resolution of this matter. 
These actions on the part of Examiner Smith are not only 
appreciated, but they are to be commended. It is not often that an 
examiner will devote substantial amounts of time and energy to 
achieve a resolution in an application as did Examiner Smith.
